after much ringing of hand hells, shout- 
ing, blowing of whistles, inspection of 
tickets, slamming and opening of doors, 
long wails for the running, yelling, al- 
ways late individual, descried in tho 
di»liince, the 
train groans along for 


nearly a two days journey to Madrid. 
It is a government all'air, of course and 
takes its own time; especially as no 
other train will follow it for twelve or 
twenty four hours at least. 
Immedi- 


ately each passenger, fromfisrt down 
to third class, drags down receptacles 
from grip-sack to saddle-hag, and pro- 
ceeds to draw out from their depths 
provisions enough for a week's voyage, 
and to fall to work with a vigor tliat 
accounts for the fat, 
robust condition 


of Spaniards one and all from beggar to 
courtier. Thinking to purchase tlie 
traditional sandwich at the next railway 
restaurant, generous invitations to par- 
take in the feast were gratefully de- 
clined. But here I reckoned without 
my host, or his heirs, and assignors, 
for nothing but liquors and sour wines 
were in sight at tlie lunch bar; and 
as my 


expensive und most practicable, till 111* , 
exigeni'lca nf trade called for loss tin* .•" 
in tliu transit. Still it i> strikingly pic- 
turesque from these very ciicumntancc*. •• 
Uolow the snow caps of the mountain*, •.' 
the verdure in dotted with Hocks and 
liei'cla, whoso keepers, new to railway 
travel, are agitated like jumping juclu 
us tho train passes. Mountain streams 
arc'spaimod by moss covered mills that 
have served their turn for ninny a gen- 
eration. 
In little bits of arable laud 


the bullocks have the cross-piece of tho 
ancient scraper, called a plow, tied to 
their horns and aro slowly scratching a 
furrow for tho grain; ill others, long 
lines of peasant*, men, women and chil- 
dren are bending the live-long day over 
the weeds among the grain. As the 
sun sets they capture tho donkeys feed- 
ing near, and canter along the moun- 
tain paths to the village, where the 
youngest fall to romping and tliu fillers 
fall asleep. Curious old hives these 
Spanish towns are, too! The streets 
are narrow, dirty and crooked, and 
crowded morning and evening with cat- 
tle, dogs, pedestrians, donkeys, hand- 
carts and loungers, till some overseer's 
or priest's carriage rumbling and bump- 
ing along clears tho way of the popula- 
tion, that seeks refuge in nooks and 
corners as tho hubs go by scraping 
either side of the passage. Over them 
the projecting house-tops nearly meet, 
presenting at a short distance away the 
appearance of a solid block of masonry. 
Thoro aro no chimneys for fires; for 
when in need of artificial heat, the 
Spaniard simply sits over a pan of 
charcoal, 
by 
which 
his 
simple 


menu is also prepared at hotels and 
grand residences a "storm chimney" 
of earthorn pipe is run up along the 
outside of tho house. Ufually, there- 
fore, tho church steeple is all that is 
to be distinguished as elevated In 
character while tho high wall and nar- 
row city gates surrounding the whole 
give the place the appearance of alow, 
wide, spreading building. 
Donkeys 


laden witli water-jars, with baskets of . 
provisions, slung from a pole across 
the beast's back, in addition to Tom, 
Dick, and Harry crowning the whole 
pallor along over the pavements, while, 
wherever water is limited in quanity, 
the ox performs his weary round 
turning tho beam of the water wheel, 
that same old style of lifting machine 
that has been used for thousands of: 
years on the banks of tho Nile.

however, oflleiont for irrigation and 
domestic supply, costs nothing for 
construction or use, and forms tho 
cheapest water-works known. 


On the route to Madrid, glimpses of 


peasant life, the mountain scenery, arid 
the wild expressions of sorrow on the 
station platform at tho departure of a 
family hero to the "great capital," on 
a few days trip, beguile the waking 
hours; while the gyrations of the na- 
tloiinl guard torment the sleeping ones. 
Ono detachment of the iirmy has this 
duty to perform daily of standing on 
guard at all tho railway stations and 
frontier posts, nnd make free use of 
the trains for this purpose,

In the majority of cases of deafness a varlet.

Sometimes they are the 


first and only Indications of a diseased condi- 
tion of the ear which attracts the patients at- 
tention. These, noises vary greatly in charac- 
ter and Intensity. They may resemble the es-

whicli,through culpable neglect and inattcn 
tion, is frequently allowed to assume a chroni 
form, and then becomes a source of dangc 
not only to the hearing, but to life Itself. In 
large number of cases otorrhcoa can be tracer 
to an attack of scarlet fever, measles, dlphthc 
ria, quinsy, or some other acute inflanimatioL 
of the throat or ear. The nature of the dis 
charge varies In different cases, ami even ii 
the same individual at different times. 
It i 


usually of a purulent or luuco-purnlent char 
nctcr, yellowish or greenish-yellow in color, 
and may occasionally bo tinged with blood 
Sometimes the secretion is string}-, flaky, 01 
ropy, and again it resembles melted cheese in 
appearance anil consistency. It may be scant 
in quantity and confined to the bottom ot the 
audlt«'vcanal, or it may be secreted in copi- 
ous abundance. In such cases it often runs 
out of the auditory canal, and, from Its acrid 
nature.cxcoriates the skin with which It comes 
in contact, so that the whole ear presents a 
raw and disgusting appearance. In some ca- 
ses there are occasional Intonniss ions, the dis- 
charge apparently 
disappearing for days, 


weeks or months, but damp weather or a cold 
is sure to bring the difficulty back in all Its 
former virulence, and at such times more or 
less pain or earache is not unfrequcnt. 
The 


discharge is always characterized by a highly 
offensive smell, and in some cases the fetor is 
so excessive as to render the sufferer an ob- 
ject of disgust to himself, as well as to others. 
In all cases there is more or less deafness.nonc 
escape without some notable injury to the 
hearing power, whilst in sonic the hearing is 
totally destroyed. Indeed not a small sliare of 
acquired deaf-mutism originates

cause. The Injury to hearing in cases of otorr- 
hoja is owing to the destruction of certain 
parts of the ear essential to hearing, or at 
least to good hearing.

CONCLUDINO WORDS Or A1IVICE. 


Those who value their hearing should seek 


competent medical advice upon tho slightest 
suspicion of a morbid condition of the car ur 
the least manifestation of defective hcartuK 
To do otherwise is to jeopardize ono of tlie 
nost valuable of our senses. Many pcr»on, 
icgleot the diseased state of their cars in tlm 
mpe that, the difficulty may get well of tt«,,jr 
or would be outgrown. No hope lias ever 
proved more fallacious. H is the experience 
of all aurlsts of repute that diseases of the ear 
are not benefited by nature or time, but that 
on tlm contrary, they become more and more 
developed ami confirmed, and more dcstmc 
live to hearing. 
Wo cannot, therefore, too 


strongly condemn the practice of those physi 
clans who, through ignorance or carelessness 
endeavor to Inspire commence In the healing' 
processor nature, by advising patients to let 
diseases of tho ear alone. In our experience we 
have had repeated demonstrations of the fact 
that such advice is nothing short ofmnlprac- 
icc, and deserving of the severest censure

29th inst. will witness one of the most 
terrific subterranean 
upheavals ever 


known on this Continent. A belt from 
ocean to ocean on the thirtieth paral 
lei, he says, will bo shaken up, and the 
devastation to property will be some- 
thing terrible at Jacksonville, Fla., Ma- 
con and Atlanta, Ga., Mobile, Ala., 
New Orleans, La., and Baton Rouge, 
Miss., Houston, San Antonio and Gal- 
veston, Tex., will, in all human proba- 
bility be more or loss damaged. lie 
predicts that N'ew Orleans, Macon and 
Mobile will be ruined, as these cities 
arc right in tho path of tho quake.

will bo caused, ho says, by a shifting of 
the earth's centre of gravity, and this 
displacement will bo brought about by 
a conjunction of Jupiter, Saturn, Mars, 
nnd our two satellites, one being tho 
visible and tho other tlio invisible moon.
